J The men who have been 
most anxious to have Oklahoma aéd- 
mitted, headed by Delegate Dennis 
Fiynn, do not approve of the plan to 
admit Oklahoma by itself, because, at 
the late session, they entered into an 
agreement with the Arizona and New 
Mexico Delegates that they would 
stand together. They believe that they 
are in honor bound to keep that agree- 
ment. Senator Quay, who is sup- 
ported by several Republicans and by 
the Democratic Senators, is making 
a fight for the admission of the three 
Territories, which would leave Indian 
Territory to be considered later. He 
is confident that the Omnibus Bill will 
pass with a majority of twelve. 

If this estimate be correct and his 
followers stand together, the Omni- 
bus Bill should have a fair chance. 
Its danger is that its opponents will 
filibuster and so force its abandon- 
ment, or bring about a situation that 
will necessitate an extra sension, be- 
cause of the failure of the supply bills.

PORT OF SPAIN (sland of Trin 
dad) Wednesday, Dec. 3.—{By West 
Indian Cable.4 Read-Armiral Sumner 
has issued an order with respect to the 
neutrality of Trinidad. With the de- 
parture of the dispatch beat Eagle, 
communication with the shore ceased, 
and from now on the movement of the 
“enemy's squadron will be cloaked in 
mystery. 

While Admiral Sumner has not in- 
dicated when he proposes to sail, the 
understanding among the officers of 
the veesels under his command is that 
the squadron will leave at 5 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. There is a light- 
house at Boca Grande, the exit from 
the gulf, and apprehension ts felt that 
the keeper may communicate with the 
United States Consul, who will tele- 
graph to Rear-Admiral Higginson, 
commanding the defending squadron, 
the course and speed of the enemy. 
Consequently Admiral Sumner propores 
when out of sight of land to change 
his course and speed, and then pro- 
ceed to the spot chosen for the scene 
of the attack. 

It is often the case that the course 
of warships is followed by boxes and. 
other réfuse thrown overboard: There- 
fore Admiral Sumner has decided that 
such d6bris must be put in condition 
to sink immediately when thrown into 
the sea, or that it be burned. New 
code signals for use day and night 
have been arranged in order to pre- 
vent their being read by Admiral Hig- 
ginson’s scouts. 

Though his squadron is stronger than 
the one commarded by Admiral Cer- 
vera, Admiral Sumner declares that 
the problem before him is more dif- 
ficult than that of the Spaniards, as 
the latter were able to choose ports in 
Cuba as well as in Porto Rico, and 
Culebra. Moreover, the Spaniards 
moved from the Cape Verde Islands 
while Admiral Sumners command is 
close and ts limited in regard to time. 

DEPARTURE OF SQUADRON, 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED RESS—P.M.) 

PORT OF SPAIN, Dec. 4.—The 
United States Consul has been author- 
itatively informed through agents of 
the departure this morning of the “en- 
squadron. Its destination is 
uncertain, but it is believed to be Porto 
Rico or Culebra. The ships passed 
through Boca Grande, going slowly. 
There is no satisfactory indication as 
to the course the squadron will pur- 


sue. 

All the warships had a low free- 
board, which is evidence that they are 
filled with coal and ammunition. A 
collier carrying 2500 tons of coal dis- 
charged its entire cargo into the va- 
rious vessels, which also received pro- 
visions and ammunition from a sup- 
ply ship. The “enemy” is prepared 
to make a dash to seize a base and 
hold it, and confidence as to the final 
success of the movement prevails on 
board the ships.

CONCHA BULLED PROCEEDINGS.

The report that Secretary Hay had 
resumed negotiations with the repre- 
sentatives of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica for a treaty granting concessions 
for a Nicaraguan Canal also had a good 
effect on the Colombian government, 
but it is denied that these negotiations 
with Nicaragua had anything more 
than a tentative character. 

Senators Spooner and Hanna had 4 
conference with Secretary Hay today, 
and Mr. Spoone: tried to make it clear 
to the Secretary that his power to ne- 
gotiate a treaty with Nicaragua is 
conditional on the abandonment of all 
effort to secure the Panama Canal.

‘Thus far the proposition for the cre- 
Aon of a tariff commission has met 
with cant favor among Republicans 
i any section. The President, in his 
Wil Message, does not venture 
‘Surther than to suggest the possibility 
“that such a commission might be of 
, carefully refraining from recom- 
mending that it be established. The 
President's views on this question are 
pressed as follows: 

“Wherever the tariff conditions are 
Wen thet a needed change cannot 
with advantage be made by the ap- 
Piieation of the reciprocity idea, then 
it can be made outright by a lower- 
img of duties on a given product. If 
pessible, such change should be made 
after the fullest considera- 


tien by practical experts, who should | 


approach the subject from a business 
standpoint, having in view both the 
particular interests affected and the 
commercial well-being of the people 
& a whole. The machinery for pro- 
viding such careful investigation can 
readily be supplied. The Executive 
Department hes already at its die- 
posal methods of collecting facts and 
figures; and if the Congress desiree 
additiona! consideration to that which 
will be given the subject by its own 
committees, then a com of 
business experts can be appointed 
‘whose duty it should be to recom- 
mend action by the Congress after a 
deliberate and scientific examination 
_of the various schedules as they are 
affected by the changed and changing 
eonditions. The unhurried and un- 
biased report of this commission 
would show what changes should be 
made in the various schedules, and 
how far these changes could go with- 
out also changing the great prosper- 
ity which this country is now enjoy- 
ing. or upectting its fixed economic 
policy.” 


The President apparently is in- 
net to favor the creation of à tariff 
commission, though he is non-com- 
miittal on the subject-—-more so, in 
fact, than on an» other subject treated 
im the message. It is bardly too much 
tO say that the consensus of opinion 
among protectionists is decidedly un- 
favorable to the proposed commission. 
Uniess there should be a radical 
Change of opinion, there will not be 
much likelihood that the matter wil) 
be seriously considered at the present 
session of Congress, nor at future ses- 
sions, while the Republican majority 
im that body is retained. 

The functions of a tariff commission 
would, in) any case, be merely ad- 
visory. It could not be endowed 
with powers of legisiation, and it 
should not be clothed with such pow- 
ers, if Congress were authorized to 
take so radical a departure. Inas- 
much, therefore, as the work ‘of a 
tariff commission, if one were created, 
‘Would be only advisory and in no 
sense binding upon Congress, why go 
to the heavy expense of creating such 
& commission, when the work which 
it would do can be done—and perhaps 
es well done—by other agencies; 
either by special committees of Con- 
gress, or through the Executive De- 
partment? 

The latter, as the President says. 
“has already at its disposal methods 
of collecting facts and figures.” This 
in the final summipg up, s about al! 
tariff commission would do. The 
responsibility for tariff legislation 
rests wholly upon Congress. All that 


fs needed as a basis for intelligent ac- | 


tion by Congress is a collation of 
facts and figures covering the situa- 
tion. Since these can easily be ob- 
tained through other channels, the 
creation of a tariff commission would 
seem to be in the nature of an ex- 
pensive superfluity. 

As an indication of the probable 
expense of a tariff commission, it may 
be noted that a bill introduced in the 
‘House by Representative Fowler, De- 
cember 2, 1901, provided for a com- 
mission to consist of five members, 
whose term of office was to be twenty 
years, and whose annual salary was 
fixed at $7500 each, with all other ex- 

emses (including a private secretary 
for each member of the commission 
at a ralary of $1200 per year.) to be 


ure, if passed, would entail a total 


| annual expense of not less than 3100, 
900. It would give the President 
power, moreover, upon recommenda- 
tion of the commission, to suspend. 
in whole or in part, any tax upon im- 

-ports so recommended, “for such time 
and to such extent as to him may 
seem proper and wise,” such suspen- 
sion not to take effect until one year 
after the date of the proclamation. 
The commission, under Mr. Fowler's 
bill, would be empowered to negotiate 
treaties of reciprocity with foreign 
governments, subject to the approval 
of the President and to ratification by 
the Senate. 

The delegation of such powers to a 
commission of any kind is of ques- 
tionable wisdom. The negotiation of 
treaties properly belongs to the Presi- 
dent, as represented in the Depart- 
ment of State. Even the quasi-ex- 
ercise of that power by a commission 
is of doubtful utility. 


The Supreme Court has decided. in 


the case of Field vs. Clark (Vol 143, 
United States Reports, page 649) that 
the President may suspend taxes if 
the power to do so be given him by 
Congress. This decision was ren- 
dered when the constitutionality of 
the reciprocity clause of the tariff act 
of 1890 (the McKinley law) was called 
into question. But the wisdom of 
conferring such power and of placing 
such responsibility upon the President 
is questionable. The laying of taxes 
and the remission of taxes are prop- 
erly legislative functions. Upon Con- 
gress rests the responsibility for na- 
tional legisiation, of whatsoever na- 
ture, and Congress should be very 
slow to evade this responsibility, or 
to abrogate its function, in this par- 
ticular. 

In brief, this whole matter of tariff 
legisiation and regulation rests prop- 
erly with Congress, and in the opin- 
ion of many well-informed persons 
Congress ought to perform, with 
promptaess and thoroughness, 
whole duty in the premises, without 
shifting the responsibility or calling 
in outside aséistance.

Our flag floats over them, and it win 
never come down, for its sovercign 
protection is the greatest blessing 
ever conferred upon the Filipinos. 
Why, then, since our destinies are in 
dissolubly and irrevocably linked with 
those of the Philippines, ahould not 
our currency system be extended in 
full to the islands, as it has been ex- 
tended to Hawaii? 

The American currency system 
should be uniform throughout a!) 
American territory. This proposition 
is axiomatic. The Filipinos have 
been so Jong accustomed to the ad- 
justment of values upon the basis of 
Mexican silver that the change to a 
gold basis would necessarily be at- 
tended with some dificultia. But 
none of these prospective difficulties 
are insurmountable, and most of them 
are imaginary rather than real. It 
the American currency system were 
at once extended to the islands, there 
would be a speedy readjustment all 
along the line, with little loss to any 
interest, and with ultimate benefit to 
all interests. 


The idea of special silver coinage. 
or special currency legislation of any 
kind, for the Philippines, is mani- 
festiy wrong. The sooner they are 
placed upon the same currency basis 
as other parts of the United States, 
the better it will b@ not only for our 
own government and people, but fo:

And this scriptural drama by 
Edward Elsner is so diuereat from the 
ordinary stage production, ima: it is 
extremely difficult to estimate its ar- 
tistic merit or its dramatic value upon 
a first hearing.

The story is simple in its unfolding. It 
Goes not follow the biblical story of 
John the Baptist very closely, yet it 
touches upon the more prominent 
events in his career with sufficient dis- 
tinctneas to preferve the continuity and 
reasonableness of the dramatic story; 
and, although the play is ra.he:

One thing may be said with empha- 
sis.

Per- 
haps the first thing that impresses 
those who have seen him in the roles 
that reek with noise and brawn, is the 
idea of great power held in suppression 
which may be expected to break out at 
any moment in a whirlwind of wrath 
that will bode ill to his enemies. But 
the character is perforce one of the 
meek and lowly type, and nothing of 
a violent nature could happen ith- 
out spolline its artist e conronance. J), 
impression of cuppressed power 
tainly serves to make Mr. Downing’s 
impersonation all the more effective. 

ordinary conception of him who 
cried in the wilderness, and who sub- 
sisted on locusts and wild honey, is 
not that of a man of brawn. But— 
why not? The work which he accom- 
plished assuredly required physical, as 
well as and mental strength 
There is much latitude for one’s ideais 
in this connection. Mr. Downing has 
an abundance of brawn. which could 
not well be concealed if it were desira- 
bie to do so.

English Marriage, American Divorce. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 4.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] From time to 
time I receive inquiries as to the 
Status in England of persons who 
marry there or in English colonies, and 
are divorced and married again in the 
United States. As these inquiries are 
more frequent of late, I venture to 
state the matter briefly for the infor- 
mation of your readers, and in the 
hope that it will save me some cor- 
respondence. 

Persons marrying in England or 
Banada cannot get a divorce elsewhere 
which will be recognised in English or 
Canadian courts, and if they marry 
again the issue of such second marriage 
will, in England and Canada, be - 
legitimate. Such second marriage is 
regarded as adulterous intercourse and 
when contracted by the wife is ground 
for divorce at suit of the husband. 
Adultery is the only ground for di- 
voree in England, and it the suit be 
by the wife she must prove cruelty as 
well as adultery. In Canada there is 
no divorce court, and the marriage 
bond can only be broken by act of 
Parliament. Persons married in Eng- 
land or Canada, who obtain a divorce 
elsewhere, marry again, and return to 
thelr former residence, are liable to be 
prosecuted for bigamy. With the ex- 
ception of Lord Russell, however, I

Rarely will crime be cured by im- 
prisonment only.

all very anxious to select the proper 
physician: how carefully we scrutin!z 
the nurse's license before we trust her 
with the care of the physically sick in 
our hospitals. But what of the crime 
sick? ey infect the world if not 
properly treated. and tend to disrupt

r. 
Is any great care exercised in the 
selection of those in charge of ins tu 
tlons for the crime sick? Are they 
examined as to their qualifications and 
fitness to discharge their great respon- 
sibilities?

AWAKING SELF-RESPECT. 


The criminal once removed from so- 
clety should not, under any c!rcum- 
stances, be abused. He should bh 
taught to respect himself and the law 
Those things that instil!

EXPRESS ROBBERY 
MYSTERY. 


Wagon on

Way to Train Rifled and the 
Driver Missing. 


Thee Hundzed Dollats and Much Valuable Jewelry 
Stolen From Wells, Fargo & Company Last Night. 
What Became of Charles Ray Spaulding? 


OMEWHERE between Third and 
Main streets and Eastlake Park 
last night one of the large delivery 
wagons of Wells, Fargo & Co. was 
robbed of most of its valuable con- 
tents, goods which were to have been 
sent East on the Santa Fe overland 
which left at 8 o'clock. An hour after 
the departure of the train the wagon 
was found in the park, the driver miss- 
ing, and the horse, which showed evi- 
dences of having been driven hard, 
wandering. Two boys found the 
wagon and took it to a store, and the 
police were called. 
The strong box in the wagon, a 
heavy oaken chest, locked, was found 
roken open, and the wrappers from 
the packages it had contained halt 
filled the bed of the wagon. In one 
corner of the wagon lay the driver's 
hat, but there was nothing to indicate 
that he was the veitim of foul play. 
In the bottom of the box were pleces 
of heavy silverware, boxes containing 
fancy toilet cases, silver goblets and 
other large articles, which were probe 


j ably considered too bulky to be car- 


ried easily. 

Envelopes, which had contained 
money, were scattered about, and 
among the pile were what remained of 
the driver's receipt book. The leaves 
had been torn in small pleces. 

The wagon left the main office of 
Wells, Fargo & Co. at 7:30 o'clock 
with Charles R. Spauling as driver,

A careful examination of the wagon 
showed no signs of violence. 
DRIVER'S BOOK TORN UP. 

Then what is considered one of the 
most important clews in the whole case 
was discovered. It consisted of torn 
pieces of the driver's receipt book scat- 
tered among the money envelopes and 
wrappings off other packages. The 
back of the book had been thrown 
under the driver's seat and the man- 
ner in which the leaves were torn 
showea tnat it had been done with a 
view to destroying the record of the 
destinations of the packages. An- 
other important discovery was many 
slips for packages the delivery of which 
had been entrusted to Spaulding during 
the afternoun. The ers and the 
express company employés who were 
with them could not understand why 
Spaulding had not turned in these slips 
at the office, and having retained them, 
why they, too, had been torn up. An- 
other thing which puzzled the officers 
was why the book had been torn at 
all. The thief could have taken it with 
him. If there were two or more of 
the thieves, and they had assaulted the 
driver, why had they destroyed the 
slips which showed what Spaulding’s 
work had been during the afternoon? 

That the robbery was committed hur- 
riedly was proven by the fact that 
much valuable goods had not been 
taken. A portion of that left behind 
was fine enough to tempt any thief, and 
with plenty of time in which to work 
it could not be understood why the 

had not all been taken and se- 
creted. Even if the thief desired to 
leave the city he had had plenty of 
time to secret this fine stuff, for it 
was two hours after the wagon left 
the express office before the fact of the 
robbery known. 

CAREFULLY PLANNED. 

It was evident that careful plans had 
been laid to commit the crime. 
heavy strong box which had contained 
the goods is so constructed that it is 
not easy to break it open. It is heavy 
oak, fastened with padlocks; the lid 
being held by heavy hinges. In the 
wagon beside the box was found a 
hand ax, entirely new, which had evi- 
Gently been purchased for that very 
purpose. The thief left on the ax a 
mark by which the detectives will be 
able to —— 2 where it was pur- 
chased, and with this information they 
may be able to secure a description of 
the man who bought it. 

The fact that the driver's receipt 
book had been torn to pieces caused 
suspicion to fall upon Spaulding. The 
Officers acted upon the theory that 
robbers who would assault and rob an 
express driver would be content to take 
the goods and would not bother about 
destroying the book which showed 
what the strong box contained. Be- 
Heving that the driver can tell some- 
thing, if not all, about the theft, the 
entire detective force of the city and all 
the express company's secret-tervice 
men now here were put to work, but 
without result. Not a trace of the 
missing driver has been found. 

THE DRIVER. 


The driver's full name is Charles

A 
search of his room revealed nothing 
further than that he had possessed a 
hat in addition to that found in the 
wagon. This second hat he is sup-

It is impossible to give anything 


more than a rough estimate of the. 


value of the goods stolen. There were 
money packages containing $300 in the 
wagon when it left the express office. 
Whether there were other money pack- 
ages had not been ascertained by the 
express officials up to midnight, but it 
is stated by them that they did not 
believe there were. The value of the 
jewelry taken, and there was a lot of 
it, cannot be ascertained. but it is 
probably high. The express officials 
will have the examine their receipt 
books to determine that. Costly con- 
signments are made at this season. 

Asked as to the value of the prop- 
erty stolen, Agent Campbell of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., said at midnight: 

“I cannot tell you exactly how much 
property was taken and will not be 
able to give an estimate for some 
time. We know of $300 in cash whichy 
was contained in money envelopes, and 
we do not think there was any more 
money. It is my opinion that Spauld- 
ing’s bond will more than cover the 
loss. He is under bond with one of the 
surety companies for $1500, and we be- 
eve we are amply protected.” 

“Do you think Spaulding is the man 
who robbed the box?” was asked. 

“I cannot take any other view of it 
under the circumstances,” replied Mr. 
Campbell. “If he did not commit the 
crime why was it that the receipt books 
were torn to pieces? An ordinary 
thief would not have gone to that 
trouble. We will make every effort to 
capture him, for we believe he knows 
all about the robbery.”

INCAPABLE 
UNIONISTS. 


Strike Caused by Success of 


Bennett’s Electricians Shut Out in 
the Cold. 


— 
Couldn't Do Work Properly and 
Wouldn't Let Anyone 
Else Do It. 


Sixteen electricians employed by G. 
T. Bennett, an electrical contractor at 
No. 226 West Fifth street, struck 
last night because Bennett employed 
a non-union man to perform work 
that could not be done by his union 
employés. 

The strike was ordered last night by 
the walking delegate of the Electrical 
Workers’ Union, and the men promptly 
announced their refusal to go to work 
this morning. 

I have suffered long enough from 
the arbitrary demands of union men,” 


said Mr. Bennett last night, and 
hereafter I shall employ non-union 
men, of whom there are more than 


enough in the city to supply the de- 
mand. Thisylittle affair will not crip- 
ple my bustfiess to any great extent, 
as I have many applications from non. 
union men, who are anxious to go to 
work, but who have been unable to get 
employment by reason of the bulldoz- 
ing tactics of the unions. 

“This trouble started over my em- 
ployment of a non-union man to per- 
form a job of wiring that every man 


in my employ had failed on. Try as 


they might, they could not give satis- 
faction to my customer, although they 
professed to be skilled workmen. The 
man who did the work is an intelli- 
gent, capable workman, an expert in 
his line, who would not tile himself 
up to a union. As soon as the union 
men learned that he had been placed 
on the job they sent for their walking 
delegate, who called on me at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon for an ‘adjustmeat’ of 
I wae too busy to see 
him at the time, and teld him to come 
around tomorrow. 

„No, sir.’ he said, ‘this thing’s got 
to be settled tonight, or I will call 
your men out. You've got to let that 
man out, or we will tle up your busi- 


ness. 

“TI refused to have anything more to 
say to him at the time, but he returned 
an hour later, when my men had left 
the shop, and again told me that an 
immediate settlement was demanded. 
I endeavored to make an appol ent 
for Friday morning. but he would not 
|. ten to it. Then t teld bim that his 

were not capable of dalag my 
— 7 and that I chose to hire whom 
I pleased. With this he saidethe strike 
was on, and he went into a neighbor- 
ing saloon to notify the men, whd 
were waiting there for the word. 

“The fact is.“ continued Mr. Ben- 
nett, “I have been paying the union 
scale, $3.50 and $3.75 per day, to many 
men who are not worth that amount. 
What is more, there ts a movement on 
foot among the electrical workers to 
raise the scale to M per day—an out- 
rageous rate, when the skill of the 
men is considered, and one that is 
out of ali proportion when compared 
with the wages paid to other mechan- 
ics. Although my men have deen 
working on an eight-hour schedule, 
they really have worked not more than 
six hours a day. They have been in 
the habit of gathering at the shop at 
7:45 in the morning and by the time 
they reached the jobs to which they 
were assigned it usually was 9 o'clock. 
They would ‘knock off’ work 80 as to 
reach the shop before 5 o'clock, the 
closing hour, thus really working but 
six hours. This is not the case in 
other trades. Carpenters, bricklayers, 
plumbers and others report at their 
various jobs at 8 o'clock and work 
until 5, with an hour for luach, thus 
working eight full hours. 

“These unions have endeavored to 
shut out competition in their ranks 
by refusing union cards to electrical 
workers who have applied for admis- 
sion. Union leaders have tried to 
drive these men from town in this 
manner, depending on organized labor- 
ers in other trades to help them out 
by refusing to work with non-union 
men. Admission to the unions was re- 
fused for the purpose of restricting the 
number of electricians and, by thus 
creating a shortage in the supply, fore- 
ing the scale of wages upward. 

“Good electricians are not scarce, by 
any means. Scores of capable young 
men who have studied electricity apply 
constantly for employment, and there 
always is a steady influx of journey- 


and cheaper work for the reason that, 
while I pay good wages, I shall get a 
full days work for a day's pey.”

eagles are loose in the city to 


an alarming extent. A “milled” 
eugle is a $10 gold piece, that has 
been shaved around its entire elreum- 
ference to the depth of about a - 


teenth of an meh, and then restored 


to its former appearance by filing the 
edges. 

This form of robbery is ancient, but 
it is one of the most successful prac- 
ticed by counterfeiting thieves. It Is 
dificult to detect, certain of easy 
gain, and it is almost impossible to 
run down the offenders. 

The first knowledge of the milling 
came to light five days ago, in the 
branch postoffice on Franklin street. 
A local dry goods house, one of the 
largest of the downtown stores, pur- 
chased $110 worth of stamped paper 
and paid for it with a $100 bill and a 
$10 gold piece. 

The clerk at the money-order win- 
dow, R. C. Streshly, did not learn un- 
til later that the gold piece had been 
tampered with. Quite accidentally he 
held it in his hand with a new one, 
and discovered it to be nearly an 
eighth of an inch less in diameter 
than the new coin. 

Though the first coin was thin, the 
edges were not worn as the sides were, 
but were milled to the proper scale 
and depth. The clerk immediately re- 
turned the money to the dry goods 
house, which had received it from a 
prominent bank. The bank could not 
locate its—origin.

CALIFORNIA HISTORY. 
First Lecture of Series of Six Given 
Yesterday at Cumnock Hall by Mrs. 


G. T. Greenleaf. 


“Glimpses of the Unknown Land” 
was the title of the first lecture of a 
series on California history to be given 
in Los Angeles by Mrs. G. T. Greenleaf. 

The lecture was given in the Shake- 
speare room at Cumnock Hall, No. 1600 
Figueroa street, and was well at- 
tended. The course is under the aus- 
pices of Eschscholtzia Chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, and 
the meeting was presided over by Mrs.

The 
obejct of the ladies is to spread the 
cultuyge of the silk worm in Southern 
California, which is represented as an 
ideal piace for the purpose, possessing 
advantages, it is sald, far superior to 
those of any other part of the world, 
Cocoons and specimens of raw silk 
were exhibited, and Assemblyman Car- 
ter was appointed a committee of one 
to care for the interests of the ladies. 

The passage of good-roads, wide- 
tire and fertilizer laws was urged by 
John Waeson of Santa Ana, who also 
said the State should contribute to the 
support of farmers’ institutes. 

H. J. Finger, president of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, was given hear- 
ing on the merits of the “Itinerant 
Vendor Law,” the aim of which is to 
protect druggists from the competition 
of unscrupulous fakers who sell 
“quack” medicines on the streets. Mr. 
Finger requested that $6000 be appro-

Strike of Molybdenite Made ~ Near 


Wickenburg—Merced Mine in Stringer 
District Sold to Ventura Syndicate— 


Movements in Mexican Mines. 


The construction of a large ore smel- 
ter at Julian, San Diego county, is 
planned by the Julian Reduction Com- 
pany, a corporation backed largely by 
local capital. It is said that if built 
on the general plan proposed it will be 
the largest plant of the kind in South- 
ern California. 

The Weist process, especially appli- 
cable for the treatment of refractory 
ores, will be employed. The princip.e 
of this system ts to set free the values 
in the refractory ores by chemical ac- 
tion produced by a flux. The flux is 
a strong oxydizing agent, and conse- 
quently little heat is necessary to com- 
mence the chemical action. 

As a starter the plant will have a ca- 
pacity of from fifty to seventy-five 
tons a day, but will be built so that 
it can be readily enlarged. Much will 
depend upon the mines in that section, 
and as the demand for service in- 
creases enlargements will be made. 

M. Jacoby of Julian is the organizer 
of the company, and Dr. D. N. Strediey 
of Denver one of the chief backers. 
Local capitalists interested prefer to 
be unknown until the enterprise is 
launched. 

STRIKE OF MOLYBDENITE. 

There is rejoicing in the camp of the 
Iilinois Copper Company, operating the 
White Cap group, west of Angel, near 
Wickenburg, Ariz., over the discovery 
of very productive pockets of moly bde- 
nite in a new shaft. Pieces taken ou. 
are as large as a goore egg, and in sev. 
eral places in the ledge matier there 
is a fine showing of the metal. As 
molybdenite finds # ready market at 
over $1 a pound the strike may prove 
important. 

MERCED MINE SOLD. ; 

The Merced mine, in the Stringer dis- 
trict, near Randsburg, has been sold 
to Ventura parties for a round sum. 
The 1 syndicate is headed by 
H. H. Cloud. The intention is to con- 
tinue development on a large scale 
under the supervision of R. W. Cloud. 
The Merced is one of the promising 
properties in that camp. Its ore@ carry 
very good values, and there seems to 
be plenty in sight. 

‘BLACK HILLS MACHINERY. 

The Baker Iron Works has shipped 
to Jerome, Ariz.. a complete steam 
plant for the prosecution of work on 
the mines of the Black Hills Copper 
Company, Limited. The plant consists 
of engine, bollers, pumps, hoist and air 
compressor, of sufficient capacity to 
sink the shaft 1000 feet. The work hag 
been heretofore done with a gasoline 
plant, and the vertical shaft has been 
sunk between 200 and 200 feet. Recent 
developments have been so encouraging 
that the work will be prosecuted with 
power drills. J. R. Thomas a director 
of the company, is at the mines, super- 
intending. These mines are near Je- 
rome, between the United Verde and 
Iron King mines of Senator Clark. 


MEXICO DEVELOPMENT. 

AMERICANS CONTROL ARISHA.

Olives at Fernando. 

HE second profitable crop of olives 

is being marketed this winter in 

the form of oil and pickled fruit by 
the Los Angeles Olive Growers’ Asso- 
clation. The best evidence we can 
have that the olive can be grown in 
certain localities with profit is the fact 
that new groves are being planted as 
the result of the business for two sea- 
sons. Heretofore the olive has been 
promoted by the nurserymen and tree 
dealers. They were anxious only to 
make money on the trees, and more 
than one of them grew rich at the ex- 
pense of a guilible public. At San 
Fernando the industry has assumed its 
first “permanent and profitable phase 
in Southern California, hence the 
planting of new orchards. This is a 
novel announcement, and one that will 
be wl! received by the people of this 
section. The experiment with the olive 


was long and excessively expensive, | 


but has been happily solved in the 
warm, scaleleas region of the San 
Fernando plains. 

—kůꝓ— 
Money in Persimmons. 

An item in an Illinois paper statiag 
that the wild persimmon crop is un- 
usually heavy in that State, reminds 
me that El Monte is raising persim- 
mons, too, of the Japanese variety. 
One farmer there reports having sold 
the fruit from two trees, his entire 
orchard, for $55 in cash. The fruit 
was bought upon the trees at 7 cents 
a pound, and the dealer stated he 
could take it in ton lots at that figure. 
The persimmons weighed three to the 
pound, and the quality is said to be 
very fine. I have seen sixteen crops 
of this fruit mature in as many sea- 
sons in California, but never heard of 
such extraordinary - figures being ob- 
tained for them. In fact, it was sup- 
posedly a very unprofitable fruit in 
most places. It is sald the records of 
these two trees at El Monte have 
started a persimmon craze, one man 
having decided to plant five acres, At 
the above rate, Belgian hares are not 
in it, and the profitae of a Beaumont 
spouter as nothing compared with an 
acre of "simmons. 

Amendment Passed. 

At the recent city election the vot- 
ers approved an amendment to the 
city charter defining the limits of the 
city as bounded at present and con- 
firming the ownership of the water 
to the mnuicipality of Les Angeles. 
This may be considered the closing 
act of settlement begun twenty-three 
years ago, when the “pueblo right” of 
the city was attacked by a claimant. 
Since litigation began over the water 
of this river in 1579 no less than eight 
or ten lawsuits have been on the docket 
and tried over these rights. For some 
years the question has been settled 
beyond controversy in favof of the 
city’s contention. , The municipality 
now has both an abundant and con- 
stant water supply and the plant and 
aii rights have been purchased by the 
peoplesof the city. 


Destroying Shade Trees. : 

A subscriber living in the eastern 
foothills of this county, in one of ita 
loveliest sections, writes: Aitor 
Times: As your paper is re@l oy every- 
one and goes everywhe™, ] want to ask 
a question. Is there no law to protect 
the shade trees on our village streets? 
When the trees are on the streets, and 
the streets have been dedicated to the 
county, is it not the duty of the Su- 
pervisors or of some county official to 
protect the county property? Can any 


man who owns a lot denude the streets 


of trees in front of his lot, and thus 
despoll the village of its beauty? What 
incentive is there for a public-spirited 
man who lays out a town to plant 
trees and beautify it, if any man, 
without an eye for beauty, after the 
trees have attained a noble growth, can 
ruthlessly cut and destroy them? If 
we have a law and an official whose 
duty it is to enforce the law, why 
is it not enforced? It will be too late 
when the trees are all gone, and they 
are fast being sacrificed.” 

Answer. The shade trees of an unin- 
corporatea town are in charge of the 
Supervisors of the county. No one can 
mutilate or destroy street or roadside 
trees legally without the authority of 
the Supervisors, who alone have the 
right to remove the trees. (Consequent- 
ly, anyone who cuts trees from the 
front of his property without such con- 
sent is clearly violating the law. He is 
violating the easement he or his prede- 
cessors in ownership of the lot gave to 
the county when the streets were ded- 
icated to the public. 

The probabilities are that in many of 
the towns the street trees are en- 
croaching upon the small holdings of 
the individuals and in many cases in- 
fecting the premises with destructive 
insects. But this fact, aggravating as 
it is, gives no authority to the lot 
owner to Interfere with the trees with- 
out permission from the officials, The 
property owner would have the right 
to lop off all that portion of the shade 
trees growing over the property line.

Dry Sulphur Process. 

The farmers whose orchards are be- 
coming infested with the red epider 
are reading with interest the methods 
in use for the extermination of the 


insect. One grower in San Bernardino 


county writes to The Times for more 
definite information upon the dry sul- 
phur process. I do not think it would 
be profitabie to apply dry sulphur in 
cool weather. It is the cheapest treat- 
ment, however, and I append W. H. 
Valck’s report upon its use: 

“Dry sulphur seems to offer as a 


cheap remedy. Sulphur has been used 


against mites ever since their written 
history began. It is very effective in 
the almond orchards of the north 
against the attacks of the Bryobia pre- 
tensis, a species of spider which in- 
fests deciduous trees. The sulphur 
treatment depends upon the formation 
of sulphur vapor. This vapor is made 
by the heat of the sun and the warmer 
the weather the- better the results ob- 
tained. It is detrimental to the deli- 
cate young mites and checks the 
rapidity of their reproduction. If sul 


—

phur is applied before the spider has 
become very numerous and kept up 
as often as the old supply of sulphur 
on the trees is exhausted, that mite 
may be prevented from increasing to 
an alarming extent. 

“The principal difficulty with the 
sulphur is in the application. No sat- 


isfactory machine is in use by which 


large trees may be sulphured. The 
apparatus used in the almond orchards 
of the north is hardly adapted to or- 
ange groves. The old almond trees 
spread their branches over almost al! 
the surface of the field, and it is only 
necessary to throw the sulphur into 
the air. This is accomplished by at- 
taching a mechanical seed sower or 
blacksmith blower to a and 
operate it from the wheel of the 
wagon.” 

From the above it seems that the 
liquid application of sulphur is the 
only practical way, and that fs being 
adopted generally. 

Timely Advice. 

President Roosevelt, in his last mes- 
sage, called attention to the extrava- 
gance of printing so many public docu. 
ments of a useless character, charac- 
terizing it as an unnecessary expense. 
The President's words on this subject 
will have weight with the economists, 
but we must not suppose that econ- 
omy will be carried to the point of 
“nearnegs."" The publications of the 
Agricultural Department are not in- 
cluded in the class to which the Presi- 
dent has reference. The farmers’ 
bulletins, reports, year books, charts, 
maps and other character of farm in- 
formation are doing a great deal to- 
ward bringing the people back to the 
land. We would dislike to see the 
quantity of agricultural publications cut 
down, but must admit that great mis- 
takes are made in the manner of dis- 
tributing much of the farm literature. 
Thousands of pounds of franked farm 
print is received at Los Angeles, di- 
rected to deceased individuals, men 
long since moved away, or in bust 
ness foreign to subjects treated in 
agricultural reports. None of these 
valuable books should go to people who 
will make no use of them. A move- 
ment has been under way for two 
years in Los Angeles county to Induce 
those who really have use for agricul- 
tural publications to write for them 
either to Washington, dr td the Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner's office. About 
200 copies of the Year Book for 1901 


have been distributed in this way, and 


it is certain that the books will all 
be used to good advantage. 

—— — 
Popular Writing. 

L. MN. Batley, perhaps the best living 
authority upon practical agriculture, In 
the course of a late address, empha- 
sizes the fact that some of his best 
work failed of results, until it was 
taken up by the popular form of agri- 
cultural writing (such as that adopted 
by The Times three years ago.) He 
says, “I prepared a leaflet on ‘A Chil- 
dren's Garden.’ which several people 
weré kind enough to praise. However, 
very little practical result was 6e- 
cured from the use of this leaflet un- 
til Mr. Spencer began to popularize it 
and make appeals to teacher and chil- 
dren. I wrote a bulletin on the im- 
provement of rural school grounds, but 
the tangible results were few. Now, 
however, through the work of Spencer, 
a district movement has begun for the 
cleaning and unproving of the school 
grounds of New Yerk.” 

We must not infer from these state- 
ments that Mr. Bailey could have 
written anything ot uncertain value 
upon any subject relating to the land. 
But it shows from the testimony of 


the great writer himself, that there is 


a field for popular writing upon farm 
topics, and that the writers may do 
much good through their timely hints 
and suggestions in the press of the 
country. Mr. Balley can afford, from 
his position of preéminence, to accord 
a prominent place to current writing 
upon agricultural subjects, for it al- 
ways appeals to the more technical 
and valuable works given to the public 
from specialists upon matters re- 
lating to the soil.

Remarkable Streams. 

Those who gaze down into the raging 
Los Angeles River every day from the 
windows of the street cars are in- 
clined to belittle this small, but won- 
‘derful stream. This river is the most 
important hydrographically of all the 
rivers of the arid regions of America. 
It is one of the most constant streams 
on the continent, and this peculiarity 
accounts for the location of the original 
pueblo and the continuation of the set- 
tlement into a metropolitan city. The 
Los Angeles River drains 600 square 
miles of watershed, 175 of which are 
high mountains, 135 low ranges and 
about 190 square miles of the San Fer- 
nando Valley. The most remarkable 
feature of the river is the porosity of 
the soils of its watershed. Only in 
time of extreme floods do any of the 
tributaries of the mountain areas flow 
down to the main river, upon the sur- 
face. The ground is one great sponge 
all over the San Fernardo plain, which 
is about twelve by twenty-five miles 
in extent. 

But it is the thickness of the deposit 
forming the San Fernando Valley that 
is remarkable. The soll is of unknown 


depth. One of the wells in this valley 


has been sunk to the depth of nearly 
100 feet below the sea level, without 
penetrating to bed rock. Those who 
wonder at the constancy of the flow of 
this river. from year to year, can ac- 
count for it by multiplying the length 
ot the San Fernando plain by the 
breadth in feet, and that product by 
several hundred feet in depth and you 
will have the holding capacity of the 
vast basin which would continue to 


supply the metropolis with a steady 


supply of water perhaps three or four 
years without rainfall. It is strange, 
but true, that drought would stop the 
flow of the Mississippi years before the 
same rainiess conditions would cause 
the disappearance of our little river.

The grape is 
most peculiar in its feeding require- 
ments, needing the work of the expert 
theoretically more than any other 
fruit. Since the eastern vineyardists 
have learned to control mildew and 
black rot, to study the soll foods nec- 
essary to perfect crops and to prac- 
tice rational pruning and training, Cal- 
ifornia growers must give more atten- 
tion to some of these details if suc- 
cessful competition is to be maidn- 
tained. In Southern California, where 
table grapes are grown principally for 
the local trade, this competition wil) 
not affect the business materially. But 
rational use of fertilizers containing the 
elements of soll deficiencies is as nec- 
essary to the making of salable wine 
as in the growing of grapes for use 
in the fresh state. Some time ago an 
expert made a careful study of the 
grape soils in use by the company em- 
ploying him, but the data gathered 
has not been, published and perhaps 
will not be owever, as the season 
for the renewal of vineyard activities 
will soon be here, vine growers should 
be ready for another intelligent cam- 
paign in the fleld work. The absence o 
soll tests and expert advice may be a 
serious handicap, but much can be done 
toward the improvement of the neg-

Return Predicted. 

W. H. Volck. who has been in charge 
of a station devoted to the study of the 
red spider at Azusa for several months, 
predicted a return of this insect later 
in the season. It has returned, and 
every third man one meets in the coun.

ravages of the spider. It spraying is 
attempted the applications should be 
made about ten days avart. One of the 
best remedies yet tried is also one of 
the easiest made, and there is no dan- 
ger to tree or fruit in its use. The lye- 
sulphur formulae is given below: . 

Sulphur, 16 pounds lye (potash,) 16 
pounds; water 11 gallons. 

Stir the lye and sulohur together 
dry, and when mixed add about one 
quart of water and mix Into the mass, 
which will soon melt down. Do not 
add more water unless there is danger 
of boiling over. After boiling has sub- 
sided add eléven gallons of water. 

The following diiutions may be used

One gallon of the mixture to 200 of 
water; 1 gallon of the mixture to 100 of 
water; 2 gallons of the mixture to 100 
af water. 

All these dilutions are successful, but 
the two st ones are preferred, as 
they act — ro and kill more of the 
moulting forms. In spraying for 
great care should be taken to wet the 
under side of the leaves.

AUGUST CALIES DEAD IN A DITCH 
AT SANTA ANA. 
— — 


Body of Unfortunate Man Found by 
His Wife—Orange County Citizens 
Worried About Huntington’s Trollies. 
Tustin Hotel to Be Moved to Santa 
Ana. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 4.—August Calies 
of Orange was accidentally drowned 
yesterday afternoon while irrigating,in 
the walnut orchard of W. H. — 
ham. Calles was a German laborer, 
aged 6°, and had been irrigating for 
Mr. Burnham steadily for the past 
four weeks. Yesterday afternoon he 
started out at 3 o'clock to clean ob- 
structions from the ditch leading to 
the walnut orchard, and at daylight 
this morning, was found dead, face 
down in the water, by his wife, who, 
alarmed by his failure to return home 
last evening, had conducted an all- 
night search for him. The water at 
the place where Calles met his death 
was only two feet deep and about three 
feet in width.

Some Doubt as to Millette’s Guilt Ex- 
ists—Boston Playwright Comes to 
California to Write a Play—Big Water 
Suit on Trial.

SANTA BARBARA, Dee. 4.—David 
Elsworth and Fred Miliette. the cob- 
biers, charged with counterfeiting coins 
of the United States, were today ar- 
raigned before the local United States 
Commissioner. Elsworth, who has con- 
fessed his guilt, wawed an examina- 
tion and was bound over to the Federal 
grand jury under bonds of $2500. In 
default of ball, he is confined in the 
County Jalil here, where he will prob- 
ably remain until the convening of the 
grand jury in Los Angeles, December 
18. At that meeting the jurors will 
consider special matters set for their 
hearing, but an effort will be made to 
have them consider evidence in the 
case of the alleged counterfeiters. Mil- 
lette, who still maintains ignorance 
relative to the counterfeiting scheme, 
through his attorney, asked for time, 
and his case was continued until to- 
morrow morning, at which time he will 
be given a hearing before the commis- 
sioner. His ball is also fixed at $2500, 
and in default thereof he is confined 
with Elsworth. 

The case is now in the hands of 
Deputy United States Marshal George 
F. McCulloch of Los Angeles, who ar- 
rived here this morning. McCulloch is 
satisfied, from what investigation he 
has made in the matter, that Elsworth 
is the chief aggressor in the scheme to 


| Gefraud, and that while Millette may 


huve a guilty knowledge of the affair. 
he is merely a dupe or understudy of 
the other cobbler. Klisworth, however, 
still maintains that he is innocent of 
any participation in starting the plan. 
He admits passing some of the bogus 
coins, but puts the entire blame of the 
engineering of the scheme on the 
shoulders of his partner. 

On the other hand, it is asserted by 
Millette that Elsworth negotiated the 
purchase of the plating machine, which 
was found in the shoe-repairing shop 
after the arrests. He says he thought 
Elsworth intended to use it in plating 
knives and forks, as well as in doing 
some „ work. There is a color of 
truth to this statement, by reason of 
the fact that Elsworth has done some 
fancy plating work since being here, 
and it is claimed that he is an expert 
at the business. 

Secret Service Agent John F. Cronin, 
who signed the complaint against the 
men, will remain here until after Mn 
lette’s hearing \omoerrow, when he win 
return to Los Angeles. it is probable 
that MeCulloch will return at the same 
time, and he may escort one or both of

Naval Officers Think Advantages for 


Anchorage and Drill Grounds Better 
at Local Port Than at Santa Barbare. 


Proposed Tin-plate Plant. 


SAN PEDRO, Dec. 4.—The cruiser 
Boston arrived in the outer harbor 
Tuesday afternoon, and Wednesday 
morning the officers detailed to locate 
a place along the coast for camping 
and drilling purposes came ashore and 
were driven about the city by members 
of the local Board of Trade and City 
Council. They expressed themselves as 
delighted with the opportunities of- 
fered here, and said it is very prob- 
able that Admiral Casey's squadron 
will make this place the central point 
for the winter months. “Between San 
Pedro and Santa Barbara—the two 
spots mostly favored—I am inclined 
to believe the former is the better 
place for us, said one of the of- 
ficers. 


Inquiry was made as to the accom- 
modations for the 2000 sailors to be 
left ashore, and the officers were as- 
sured that every necessary provision 
could be made without trouble. The 
protection of San Pedro harbor, which 
is no longer a question for considera- 
tion, since the breakwater has proved 
iteelf equal to almost any kind of a 
storm, even in its half-completed con- 
dition, seemed to be a strong point with 
the naval officers. They fear Santa 
Barbara cannot give them the same 
protection in case of storms as can this 
port, and for that reason, it is said 
the report to Admiral Casey will be 
favorable to San Pedro.
